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Top Industries Among Hispanic-Owned Businesses

The industries with the highest average number of employees per firm are employment services,
warehousing and storage, and management of companies and enterprises.

Grocery and related product merchant wholesalers have the highest average annual receipts per
firm among nonemployer firms ($167,000) and second highest among employers ($13.4 million).

For employer firms, those in warehousing and storage rank third in average annual receipts per firm
($11 million).
